focus  groups  meetings  with  both  colle¬ 
gians  and  alumnae.  RJ  IB  gathered  per¬ 
ceptual  data  about  our  members'  Theta 
experiences.  This  data  informed  the 
development  of  a  new  logout  ark  that 
was  approved  by  Grand  Council  in 
October  of  last  year. 

Defining  It 

Beginning  with  a  graceful,  elongat¬ 
ed  K,  our  wordmark.  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta,  is  both  easy  to  read  and  elegant 
in  appearance. 

The  graphic  clement  accompanying 
the  word  mark  is  the  beloved  anti 
immediately  recognizable  kite.  This 
new  version  is  forward-looking,  proud¬ 
ly  soaring  toward  the  future  and  practi¬ 
cally  bursting  with  potential.

Through  the  Years 


W  hen  two  sisters  m  the 
University  of  Oregon— 

Betty  and  Alice  Gram — first 
dunned  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  badges  in 
1912  and  1916,  neither  coutd  have 
imagined  someday  earning  another 
badge  symbolizing  perseverance,  inde¬ 
pendence,  and  faith  but  starkly  differ¬ 
ent  in  appearance  than  their  Theta 
kites.  This  new  badge  would  he  a 
replica  of  a  prison  cell  door,  commem¬ 
orating  their  imprisonment  and  draw¬ 
ing  attention  to  the  injustice  of  being 
"jailed  for  freedom  ."  They  would  earn 
this  badge  hy  picketing  for  ;l  woman's 
ri  ghi  to  vote,  when  members  of  the 
Washington  political  establishment — 
and  the  nation  as  a  whole — were 
strongly  divided  on  the  issue. 

The  original  Susan  B,  Anthony 
Proposal  to  amend  the  United  States 
Constitution  and  grant  women  the  free¬ 
dom  to  vote  had  been  crafted  arid  pro¬ 
posed  in  ihe  Gram  sisters1  grandmoth¬ 
er's  day — the  mid  1860s.  Fifty  years 
Liter,  the  suffrage  issue  had  been  set¬ 
tled  in  their  home  state,  Oregon,  and 
other  western  slates.  But  east  of  the 
Mississippi,  women  were  still  disen¬ 
franchised, 

Frustrated  with  intransigent  politi¬ 
cians  in  Washington,  organizers  from 
the  National  Woman’s  Party  traveled 
west  to  encourage  women  there  to 
work  on  heb;df  of  their  eastern  cohorts. 
The  young  Gram  sisters  were  among 
those  w  ho  heard  the  call  and  Went  cast. 

Joining  thousands  of  like-minded 
women,  Alice  and  Belly  Gram 
marched  to  the  White  House  to  encour¬ 
age  President  Wilson  to  back  their 
efforts.  They  joined  the  activists — 
deemed  Silent  Sentinels — who  protest¬ 
ed  daily  in  front  of  the  White  House. 

To  bring  attention  to  their  cause,  they 
carried  colorful  banners  and  signs  with 
pointed  messages.  These  messages 
focused  on  the  injustice  of  women  hav¬ 
ing  no  say  in  government,  even  though 
Congress's  decisions  affected  them 
personally — from  taxation  tu  property 
rights,  from  the  declaration  of  war  to 
the  conscription  of  loved  ones. 

Their  daily  presence  rankled  the 
power  structure.  On  November  If),

Jailed  for 
the  Freedom 
to  Vote 


At  a  meeting  m  Iheir  honor  in  1917,  sutiragists 
who  had  been  jailed  lor  picketing  were  present¬ 
ed  wish  small  silver  pms  in  the  shape  of  prison 
d00f$  with  heart-shaped  locks. 


1917,  Alice  and  Betty  were  among  the 
protesters  arrested  in  Washington  and 
imprisoned  in  the  Occoquan 
Workhouse  in  Virginia.  They  suffered 
through  what  was  called  "a  night  of 
i error,"  "As  many  as  forty  guards  with 
clubs  went  on  a  rampage,  brutalizing 


33  jailed  suffragists.,,.  Women  were 
grabbed,  dragged,  beaten,  choked, 
slammed,  pinched,  twisted,  uiid

Blood  was  spilled.  The  women  were 
forced  to  disrobe  in  front  of  others  and 
don  prison  garb.  The  rancid  food  por¬ 
tions  offered — riddled  with  bugs  and 
worms — were  inedible;  their  cells  were 
uninhabitable.  They  slept  on  the  floor 
outside  their  cells  to  get  away  from  the 
stench.  Knowing  they  had  broken  no 
laws  and  were  political  prisoners, 
twenty -some-  including  the  Grain  sis- 
ters  -went  on  hunger  strikes.  Some 
were  subjected  to  inhumane  forced 
feedings. 

Although  both  Betty  and  Alice  bad 
been  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  prison, 
they  were  among  the  22  hunger  sink¬ 
ers  released  17  days  later.  .As  quoted  in 
the  AWe  York  Times  that  day.  "We  are 
pul  out  of  jail  as  we  were  pul  into  jail, 
at  the  whim  of  Lhe  Government.  They 
tried  to  terrorize  and  suppress  us.  They 
could  not,  anti  so  they  freed  us,’' 

Still,  Congress  would  not  even 
debate  the  women’s  suffrage  issue. 

Two  more  years  of  picketing  and 
arrests  would  follow.  Suffragists 
astounded  supporters  and  naysayers 
alike:  as  protesters  were  arrested,  oth¬ 
ers  immediately  look  their  place. 
Ultimately,  in  1919,  the  39th  amend¬ 
ment  was  passed  by  the  United  States 
House  and  Senate,  In  1920.  it  became 
law.  The  perseverance  and  political 
savvy  of  these  activists  had  turned  the 
tide.  Women  throughout  the  United 
States  Could  now  vote.

Each  year.  Theta  seniors  are  drawn  to  the  once-in-d- 
lifetime  opportunity  that  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Educational  Leadership  Consultant  (ELC)  Program  can 
offer.  The  women  who  accept  the  position  do  so  for  a 
variety  of  reasons.  Some  are  interested  in  the  position 
because  being  a  member  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  shaped 
their  college  career,  and  they  are  hoping  to  give  back,  to 
the  Fraternity,  Others  are  excited  to  travel,  meet  people 
from  across  the  US  and  Canada,  have  many  new  experi¬ 
ences,  and  learn  about  themselves  along  the  way.  Still 
others  have  been  inspired  by  the  ELCs  they  came  tn  con¬ 
tact  with  as  an  undergraduate  who  showed  them  what  it 
means  to  truly  be  dedicated  to  the  Fraternity. 

This  year  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  has  six  first-year  ELCs  and 
a  record  seven  ELCs  who  are  continuing  for  their  second 
year.  In  fact,  of  the  334  ELCs  who  have  served  the 
Fraternity,  only  35  have  traveled  for  the  Fraternity  for  two 
years,  and— until  this  year— the  most  second  year  ELCs 
the  Fraternity  has  employed  in  a  single  year  was  four. 
What  is  different  about  this  year? 

There  is  a  very  strong  "team1"  mentality  with  this  group 
of  ELCs,  according  to  Nico  Pannier,  Delta  Epsilon/ An  zona 
State.

Linda  Chen,  Eta  Lambda/-,  another  second-year  ELC, 
thinks  that  ,r  ..  having  this  close  support  network,  in 
addition  to  feeling  passionate  about  what  they  do,  has 
energized  us  all  to  stay  on  for  a  second  year."

In  addition  to  working  well  as  a  team  and  having  the 
support  of  the  Fraternity,  the  ELCs  had  the  exciting  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  work  with  several  new  chapters  last  year.  Since 
the  ELC  program  began  in  T959,  ELCs  have  helped  estab¬ 
lish  72  new  college  chapters.  ""Having  the  opportunity  to 
colonize  and  install  a  h rand-new  chapter  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  was  very  inspiring  for  the  ELCs  last  year,1'  Chen  said 

This  group  of  second -year  ELCs  seems  just  as  enthusi¬ 
astic  as  they  were  one  year  ago,  and  maybe  a  little  more 
prepared.  Tory  Freese  is  ,H  ...hoping  to  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  take  all  of  the  skills  and  knowledge  she  learned 
last  year  and  apply  that  experience  Lo  the  chapters  she  is 
visiting  this  year. J|  Pannier  is  also  looking  forward  to 
applying  the  knowledge  she  gamed  over  the  past  year.

For  her.  it  was  a  process  of  self-discovery  that  started 
during  her  college  years  at  the  University  of  Florida  and  in 
the  Della  Theta  Chapter  in  the  late  1970s. 

White  in  college,  El  css  participated  in  the  Id  HP  Grand 
Convention  as  a  page.  "At  Convention,  I  got  to  meel  all  of 
the  Theta  leadership,  and  1  got  bit  hy  die  bug  at  that  point," 
Hess  admits.  “Once  E  saw  all  the  cool  stuff  that  goes  on  at  the 
national  level.  I  had  in  find  a  way  to  stay  heller  connected 
and  to  participate  so  that  I  could  continue  to  contribute  to  (lie 
Fraternity." 

With  that  mindset,  Hess  went  tar  to  serve  as  a  traveling 
consul  dm  l,  visiting  Theta  chapters  on  campuses  across  the 
country  the  year  after  she  graduated.  "All  of  the  consultants 
traveled  around  with  gigantic  suitcases  lull  of  heavy  Theta 
manuals"  Hess  remembers.  “I  ni  sure  lliings  are  easier  now 
with  (he  Internet  in  terms  of  passing  along  information."

the  Theta  chapters  she  visited,  Hess  also  met  many  alumnae 
and  began  to  ask  them  about  their  roles  in  (lie  Fraternity  and 
their  own  jobs.  It  also  was  at  this  poini  that  she  realized  she 
did  not  want  to  pursue  a  career  in  nursing.  “I  took  advantage 
of  my  surroundings  and  asked  Jots  of  questions  of  my  fellow 
I  betas,  and  their  responses,  suggestions,  and  encouragement 
led  me  to  pursue  a  new  career  in  sales." 

Via  a  Theta- rely  ted  connection  in  the  business  world.  Hess 
landed  a  job  with  the  Xerox  Corporation  and  ended  up  hav¬ 
ing  a  Theta  fur  a  hoss,  working  for  her  ul  three  different  com¬ 
panies, 

SHIFTING  to  a  Further  Leadership 
Role 

While  at  Xerox,  Hess  further  line- tuned  her  sales  skills 
and  honed  her  leadership  role  within  her  (cam.  In  her  nexi 
two  jobs,  she  observed  individuals  who  excelled  in  l heir  posi¬ 
tions.  within  a  corporate  setting,  as  well  as  those  colleagues 
who  floundered,  unfocused  and  without  clear  direction  of 
their  professional  and  personal  goals. 

These  observations  spiked  Hess*  personal  interest  in  lead¬ 
ership  arid  how  to  motivate  others  in  their  own  goal-setting 
processes,  "I  learned  lots  of  management,  sales,  and  training 
skills  from  on-the-job  experiences,  and  many  of  those  experi¬ 
ences  were  directly  influenced  by  strung  leadership  and  a 
positive,  forward-thinking  mindset."  she  explains. 

3i  also  was  during  this  lime  that  Hess  further  explored 
leadership  opportunities  within  l he  Theta  family,  as  she 
began  her  rule  on  the  advisory  hoard  of  a  Virginia  chapter 
and  then  became  the  Fraternity 's  dirccior  of  leadership  devel¬ 
opment,  In  1992.  (his  led  to  her  serving  as  a  LeaderShape 
facilitator- — a  position  she  held  for  Iri  years. 

Hess  eventually  tapped  her  medical  background  by  return¬ 
ing  to  work  as  a  nurse.  After  u  few  y  ears,  she  missed  the 
world  of  training  and  development  and  went  to  school  for  a 
graduate  degree  m  human  resource  development.  Following 
seven  years  in  an  organizational  development  position  at  a 
Maryland  health  system.  Hess  decided  to  branch  oul  and 
open  her  own  consulting  firm,  allowing  for  new  opportunities 
to  lie  Ip  others  in  leadership  find  their  professional  nirvanas. 

“My  own  business,  was  my  first  real  chance  to  perform  as 
an  escape  artist."  Hess  explains,  "I  was  ready  (o  roll  both  per¬ 
sonally  and  professionally*  then  9/11  hup|>ened  and  (hat 
changed  perspectives  and  priorities  i  in  mediately."

Through  Ups  and  Downs 

Considering  herself  a  catalyst  Idr  change  in  the  midst  tit  u 
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national  tragedy.  Hess  re -evaluated  her  situation  and  moved 
forward.  Through  some  ups  and  downs,  she  recently  cele¬ 
brated  her  seventh  year  as  the  Ibunder  and  principal  of 
Catalyst  Consulting,  LLC, 

"As  a  professional  speaker  trainer  and  consultant,  I'm 
passionate  about  lie]  pi  tig  forward- lb  inking  individuals  Lind 
organisations  develop  fully  engaged  employees  who  deliver 
remarkable  business  rest] Its,"  Hess  says.  "'It's  all  about  show- 
tug  them  the  he  si  ways  lo  shift  from  a  stint  in  Professional 
Prison  lo  Professional  Paradise 

Her  latest  project — a  book  called  SHIFT  to  Professional 
Puradise — further  defines  tlie  selT-e valuation  and  motivation¬ 
al  thinking  in  which  Hess  believes  so  strongly.

Another  realization  tor  Hess:  Although  not  defined  early 
on,  she  has  been  making  personal  SHIFTS  in  her  own  tile 
since  her  days  at  the  Theta  chapter  at  the  University  of 
Florida,  "1  worked  with  a  business  consultant  a  few  years  ago 
to  discover  my  ’speaker's  DNAf"  Hess  admits.  "It  was  at 
that  moment  that  I  truly  realized  that  I’ve  been  doing  this  my 
whole  life;  Fvc  been  taking  negatives  and  taming  them  into 
positives." 

Hess's  closest  circle  of  friends,  including  Theta  sisters 
from  her  college  days,  recognize  her  as  "...  the  optimistic  one 
with  a  strong  spirit,1' 

"My  Theta  experiences,  both  during  college  and  during  the 
start  of  my  professional  life,  modeled  me  as  a  young  woman 
and  beyond,1'  she  says.  "There  are  sis  degrees  of  separation 
between  my  role  us  an  escape  artist  and  flieta  .  . .  they  aren't 
dotted  lines,  they  are  straight  lines  that  connect  me  hack  to 
this  organization.” 

A  Personal  SHIFT  for  the  Escape 
Artist  and  Author 

While  Hess  focuses  mostly  on  assisting  other  businesspeo¬ 
ple  with  their  career  and  professional  SHlFTs,  she  recently 
had  to  take  some  time  to  focus  on  a  personal  SHIFT  of  her 
own:  In  March  '08.  doctors  diagnosed  her  with  Stage  I  ovari¬ 
an  cancer. 

"Before  this  diagnosis,  the  worst  thing  that  ever  happened 
to  me  weis  when  my  mother  died  while  I  was  in  college." 

I  less  recalls.  "1  had  the  support  of  my  Theta  sisters  around 
nie  and  cannot  imagine  that  life  experience  without  all  of 
them.  Now,  I  face  cancer  with  the  support  of  those  sisters  and 
my  husband,  children,  and  good  friends.  That,  and  the  mind¬ 


set  that  I  can  face  this  with  knowledge  and  positivity  to  come 
out  the  other  side  stronger  and  healthy  "  Hess's  prognosis  is 
good,  as  physicians  caught  her  cancer  early, 

"As  a  nurse.  I  have  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
tile  medical  aspects  of  my  illness.  And  through  my  work  as  a 
speaker  and  escape  artist,  I  know  my  positive  altitude  eau 
only  help  in  living  the  good  life  while  going  through  treat¬ 
ment,"  Hess  says. 

SHIFTing  Advice  to  her  Fellow 
Thetas 

Hess  reminds  Thelas.  as  she  does  her  clients,  that  engaging 
nia  positive  work-related  attitude  is  a  personal  matter,  "Job 
satisfaction  requires  personal  accountability  that  starts  with 
your  own  level  of  involvement  anti  the  investment  you  make 
in  your  job  or  career.  Look  for  opportunities  to  create  posi¬ 
tive  connections  with  your  co-workers  or  your  customers, 
and  then  everyone  reaps  the  rewards.'1 

In  researching  her  book.  Hess  asked  more  than  1 ,000  peo¬ 
ple  what  gels  them  to  say  "WOW"  at  work  Hie  answers  she 
received  reinforced  her  initial  rationale:  Professional  Paradise 
is  not  a  function  of  where  you  work,  for  whom  you  work,  or 
any  other  outside  conditions,  but  if  is  achieved  through  your 
mindset  and  actions,  day-in  and  day-out. 

The  results:  An  individual  can  reduce  workplace  stress  lev¬ 
els  and  can  better  approach  and  handle  sticky  situations  with 
colleagues  by  tapping  her  own  work  bel  iefs  and  learning  the 
SHUT  steps  to  transform  workplace  POWs  into  WOW s, 

"Take  a  look  at  your  life  inside  and  outside  of  work,  then 
remind  yourself  to  implement  long-term  behavior  changes 
that  lead  to  positive  results,"  Hess  says.  'That  sounds  so  sim¬ 
ple  in  theory,  and  it  can  he  with  practice.  It  can  happen  any¬ 
where,  even  in  a  long  line  at  the  grocery  store  after  a  tough 
day  at  work.  Just  start  with  that  first  SHIFT."  +

Even,  year,  more  than  700*000  vis¬ 
itors  from  all  over  the  world 
make  the  slow  trek  up  a 
California  Central  Coast  hill  U>  lour  the 
enormous  and  extravagant  Hears!  Castle. 
They  lloek  to  see  Lite  ornate  architecture, 
the  ancient  relies,  and  tile  play  ground 
where  movie  stars  and  political  elite 
socialized  with  (he  infamous  publisher 
William  Randolph  Hearst, 

Only  a  Few  visitors  can  accurately 
name  the  genius  behind  the  creative 
engineering  and  unique  building  style. 
We  Thetas,  however,  know  it  was 
Omega  Chapter  alumna  and  world- 
renowned  architect  Julia  Morgan. 

This  year,  California  Governor 
Arnold  Sehwar/cnegger  and  First  Lady 
Marin  Shriver  chose  the  prolific  female 
architect  to  be  one  of  12  inductees  into 
the  California  Hall  of  Fame.  Honored 
uking  with  actor  Jack  Nicholson,  music 
producer  Quincy  Jones,  and  photogra¬ 
pher  Dorothea  Lange.  Morgan  was 
selected  not  only  for  her  creation  of 
remarkable  buildings,  hut  also  for  blaz¬ 
ing  the  trail  for  future  female  architects, 
lit  iHdl),  Morgan  was  admitted  to 
l  C  Berkeley  as  one  of  ils  j]rst  female 
civil  engineering  students  and  initialed 
into  the  Omega  Chapter  with  her  sister. 
Emma.  Not  intimidated  by  gender 
restrict  ions,  Morgan  later  moved  to 
Paris  to  try  lo  gain  admission  to  the  all- 
mate  licole  Jes  Beaux- Arts,  She  Was 
accepted  in  J898  as  the  lirst  woman  to 
attend  the  prestigious  school. 

Upon  completing  her  studies, 
Morgan  returned  lo  her  native  San 
Francisco,  where  she  earned  her 
California  architect \  license  and 
opened  her  own  office  in  PAJ4.  She 
quickly  secured  commissions,  to  design 
homes  in  l he  Bay  Area  and  buildings 
in  San  Franc iscoi 

It  was  during  this  lime  that  she 
worked  on  several  projects  for  the  UC 
Berkeley  campus,  including  the  design 
and  completion  of  the  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  facility 

In  lLX)fi.  the  Berki'L’y  Ituiepemlrui 
reported  that  the  Omega  Chapter  house 
was  "...  the  first  University  of 
California  G  reek-lcttcr  sorority  club¬ 
house  ever  erected  by  ti  local  chapter

in  Berkeley,"  Sadly,  the  long 
redwood -shingle  building  no 
longer  stands. 

In  a  Held  dominated  by  men. 

Morgan  succeeded  in  becoming 
one  of  the  most  prolific  archi¬ 
tects  in  American  history, 
designing  more  than  700  build¬ 
ings  in  her  47-year  career. 

Climbing  scaffolds  and  descend¬ 
ing  into  trenches  in  her  skirts, 
she  supervised  the  construction 
of  schools,  churches,  stores. 

YWCA  buildings,  hospitals, 
houses,  and  apartments  through¬ 
out  the  western  US.  Many  of  her 
larges!  structures  including  the 
Riverside  Art  Museum  and  the 
O'nhit  Laniakea  YWCA  i  which  was 
the  filming  location  for  several  Lost 
episodes} — are  in  use  today. 

Many  of  Morgan's  earliest  diem 
connections  came  from  Theta  alumnae 
living  in  the  Bay  Area  anil  Sacramento, 
The  women  commissioned  houses  for 
themselves  and  family  members  and 
proved  to  Svc  connections  lo  other 
diems.  Through  Theta  connections, 
Morgan  became  very  involved  in  die 
building  of  hundreds  of  YWCA  build¬ 
ings,  which  ted  her  to  working  w  ith 
Phoebe  Apperson  Hearst,  a  major  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  women’s  organization, 
Phoebe  Hearst  in  turn  introduced 
Morgan  to  her  son,  W.JR.  Hearst, 

Julia  Morgan  spent  2 IS  years  working 
on  California's  most  magnificent  build¬ 
ing.  Hcursi’s  “ranch  house"  at  San 
Simeon,  The  work  on  the  Central  Coast 
was  no  easy  (ask-  Every'  weekend,  she 
made  the  12-hour  trip  by  train  and  taxi 
to  the  remote  worksite  where  a  small 
shack  served  as  a  studio.  The  Castle 
itself  is  set  high  in  the  Coastal  Range, 
so  all  supplies  for  the  four  houses,  56 
bedrooms.  61  bathrooms,  two  pools, 
movie  i heater,  tennis  courts,  zoo  out¬ 
posts.  and  gardens  had  lo  be  hauled  up 
a  steep  incline.  Morgan  also  designed 
an  intricate  sewage  and  clccirical  sy  s¬ 
tem  not  previously  seen  in  California. 

Hearst  Castle  lias  been  a  California 
icon  since  ils  inception,  symbolizing 
beauty,  engineering  genius,  and  roman¬ 
tic  history. 


Julia  Morgan  is  also  an  icon.  Her 
creations  scattered  throughout  (he  slate 
and  country  arc  fascinating  and  gor¬ 
geous.  Her  work  as  ihe  stale's  first 
licensed  1'emulc  arch  Sleet  and  her  focus 
on  building  sound  structures  to  combat 
the  waves  of  an  earthquake  blazed 
trails  in  the  architectural  industry.  And 
the  vast  quantity  of  buildings  she 
designed  and  created  with  such  care 
make  tier  the  most  prolific  female 
architect  in  die  United  States, 

The  California  Ikill  of  Fame  honor-* 
accomplished  Californians  who  have 
impacted  not  only  the  state  but  also  the 
world.  On  December  15.  at  The 
California  Museum  in  Sacramento. 

Julia  Morgan's  grandniece,  Ellen,  will 
accept  the  Spirit  of  California  medal  in 
her  place.  Morgan's  exhibit  vs  ill  sit 
alongside  California  Cuisine  innovator 
Alice  Waters,  Nobel  Prize  winner  Linus 
Pauling,  and  world-famous  children's 
author.  Theodor  “Dr.  Scuss"  Geisel. 

7 hr  Magazine*  in  a  1903  article  on 
Morgan’s  return  from  Paris  exclaimed. 
"She  is  one  of  its!  And  we  Eire  worth 
far  more  to  ourselves*  to  our 
University,  to  our  sister  Chapters,  and 
to  the  great  world,  because  of  the 
influence  of  this  gentle,  modest  little 
woman.  Julia  Morgan."

I  grew  up  in  a  single-parent,  tow- 
income,  middle-class  family  thus  it 
would  have  been  difficult  for  my  mother 
to  pay  for  myself  and  my  identical  twin 
to  simultaneously  attend  college,  i  an' 
most  proud  that  I  managed  to  pay  for 
my  undergraduate  and  graduate  schools 
through  fellowships,  grants,  summer 
jobs,  and  loans  so  that  i  did  not  inflict  a 
financial  burden  on  my  mother  and 
younger  sister,  who  still  lived  at  home. 

QWhat  has  been  your  greatest  chal¬ 
lenge? 


QWhat  would  you  say  to  a  young 
woman  interested  In  pursuing  a  sci¬ 
entific  career? 

A  career  in  science  is  surprisingly 
competitive,  and  (here  is  often  rejec¬ 
tion,  such  as  the  rejection  of  manuscripts 
by  scientific  journals  and  the  rejection  of 
grant  proposals  for  research  funding.  I 
would  say,  "Do  not  let  rejection  bring 
you  down,  use  it  to  make  yourself 
stronger.  Be  tenacious,  focused,  stu¬ 
dious,  and  never  give  up  on  your  dream. 
If  you  keep  trying  you  will  succeed!'1 

Q^Who  are  your  heroes7 

A  My  mother  is  my  hero.  I  cannot 
.comprehend  how  she  managed  to 
raise  three  children  all  by  herself. 
Although  she  'worked  long  hours  in 
order  to  financially  support  the  family, 
she  still  made  time  for  us  and  was  able 
to  instill  in  us  values,  morals,  and  the 
importance  of  an  education 

Q You've  conducted  research  in  some 
fascinating  locales,  such  as 
Antarctica  Can  you  share  a  story  from 
your  favorite  place? 

I  had  dreamed  ol  doing  research  in 
Antarctica  for  more  than  11  years, 
and  I  finally  got  the  chance  to  go  to 
McMurdo  Station.  Antarctica,  In  2006. 

When  we  landed  on  the  ice,  it  was 
beyond  what  words  could  describe.  It 
was  a  winter  wonderland  white  as  far 
as  the  eye  could  see  and  the  crystal  blue 
Sky  serving  as  a  stark  backdrop. 

Given  the  dangers  of  the  desolate 
locale,  each  scientist  who  goes  to 


Antarctica  must  endure  a  two-day,  one- 
mght  survival-training  course,  endearing¬ 
ly  called  ''Happy  Camper  Camp," 

As  luck  would  have  it,  my  training 
coincided  with  a  horrible  storm  The 
wind  kicked  up  the  snow  so  that  there 
was  little  visibility  while  the  air  tempera¬ 
ture  plummeted  to  -50  C.  Much  to  my 
chagrin,  we  had  to  sleep  in  simple  tents. 
That  night  I  fell  the  coldest  that  I  have 
ever  felt  in  my  entire  life!  My  teeth  chat¬ 
tered  incessantly  making  It  impossible  to 
sleep.  But  I  survived1  After  that  ordeal,  I 
especially  looked  forward  to  conducting 
my  research,  which  was  to  examine  the 
thermoregulatory  abilities  of  Wendell 
Seals  fo  ascertain  how  these  animals  stay 
warm  in  this  extreme  environment1 

Qif  you  could  change  one  thing  about 
the  world,  what  would  it  be? 

That  humans  would  become  less 
materialistic  so  there  is  less  waste 
polluting  our  environment  If  we 
Stopped  caring  about  having  so  many 
possessions,  maybe  we  would  focus 
more  on  can  rig  for  one  an  os  her. 

QWhat  is  your  most  treasured  posses¬ 
sion? 

1  treasure  memories,  so  1  love  my 
photographs  of  the  places  I  have 
been  and  the  people  I  have  met 

QWhat  historical  figure  do  you  most 
identify  with? 

Women  are  still  grossly  under- 
represented  in  science,  particularly  in 
the  faculty  pool  of  large  universities. 

Thus,  I  identify  with  strong  female  his¬ 
torical  figures  who  were  ahead  of  their 
time,  such  Marie  Curie 

QWhat  would  be  a  perfect  day  for 
you? 

As  a  field  biologist,  I  rarely  get  pam¬ 
pered,  but  it  is  something  that  E  find 
myself  dreaming  about.  So  my  ideal  day
